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Examiner asserts that the rejections as set forth still meets all the claimed limitations and Applicant's arguments are not 
persuasive. 

In response to Applicant 's argument that Beason does not teach or suggest "a mobile terminal that generates GPS data from 
received satellite signals for transmission to, and use by, a remote mobile terminal", examiner maintains that the cited portions of Beason 
- col. 2, lines 22-58 and col. 4, lines 24-34, clearly meets the above quoted elements of claim 70. 

In response to Applicant's argument that "the passage cited by Examiner to support the rejection says nothing about mobile 
terminals generating GPS assistance for use by another mobile terminal", with regard to Pihl '458, examiner asserts and maintains that 
Pihl need not teach such limitation since the primary reference -Beason - clearly teach such limitations. Examiner, reiterates that Pihl is 
cited solely to teach the features that are missing in Beason, namely that the location information is specifically GPS Assistance Data 
which is transmitted to a remote mobile terminal via the wireless communcation network" and as such it is irrelevant whether Pihl is 
concerned with "how or where the GPS assistance data is generated". Therefore the combination of Beason and Pihl for the USC 103 
rejections is proper and maintained. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where ther 
is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to 
one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 
USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case Examiner maintains that in regard to pplicanfs argment that the motivation for combining 
Beason and Pihil is "no more than a conclusory statement by the examiner, and is contradicted by the cited references" examiner would 
like to draw Applicant's attention to the fact that the motivation for the combination is properly provided by Pihl. 

Furthermore Applicant appears to be arguing against the references individually, however, it has been held that one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 
F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

In view of the above the rejections using the combination of Beason and Pihl are proper, meets the invention as claimed and are 
therefore maintained. 
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
